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EDMONTON  RESEARCH  PARK 


The  320-acre  Edmonton  Research  Park  was 
established  in  1 980  to  assist  in  the  diversifica- 
tion of  the  Edmonton  economy  through  ad- 
vanced technology.  The  Park  is  managed  by 
an  independent  Authority  whose  board  of 
directors  represents  the  major  stakeholders 
in  the  community  — the  University  of  Alberta, 
the  government  of  Edmonton  (City)  and  Al- 
berta (Province)  and  the  private  advanced 
technology  sector. 

The  Park  celebrated  the  opening  of  its  first 
facility  in  1983  — a telecommunications  re- 
search company  initially  employing  30  people. 
Seven  years  later,  in  1990,  the  Park  is  home 
to  more  than  950  scientists,  engineers,  tech- 
nicians and  support  staff.  This  record  of  growth 
places  the  Edmonton  Research  Park  among 
the  first  rank  of  North  American  research 
parks. 

While  a variety  of  research-based  technolo- 
gies are  found  at  the  Park,  the  major  areas  of 
growth  have  been  in  medical  biotechnology, 
telecommunications  and  electronics,  petro- 
leum research  and  frontier  engineering.  The 
University  of  Alberta,  Canada’s  second  larg- 
est university,  has  been  the  spawning  ground 
for  several  of  the  new  companies  established 
inthe  Park,  including  two  leading-edge  biotech 
companies  involved  with  medical  therapeutic 
and  diagnostic  products. 

The  most  recently  completed  building  in  the 
Park  is  the  Advanced  Technology  Centre,  a 
prize-winning,  custom  built  “incubator”  de- 
signed to  support  new  and  early-stage  ad- 
vanced technology  enterprises.  The  Centre  is 
the  focal  point  of  the  Park,  and  provides 
services  to  the  entire  Edmonton  Research 
Park  community  as  well  as  to  its  resident 
entrepreneurs. 


Recent  building  announcements  and  contin- 
ued internal  growth  are  expected  to  expand 
the  Park  population  to  over  1000  people  by 
the  early  1990s.  The  Edmonton  Research 
park  has  become  a significant  centre  of  ad- 
vanced technology  development  and  activity 
in  western  Canada,  and  a vector  for  the  trans- 
ferof  technology  from  the  University  of  Alberta 
and  other  research  institutions  to  the  private 
sector.

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CALGARY’S  RESEARCH  PARKS 


Calgary  is  the  major  centre  of  industrial  re- 
search activity  in  western  Canada  — three  of 
Canada’s  top  ten  research  performers  have 
facilities  here  — and  is  home  to  two  research 
parks.  The  University  of  Calgary  Research 
Park  is  Canada’s  oldest  and  most  successful 
university-related  research  park.  Located  on 
124  acres  immediately  north  of  the  Science 
and  Engineering  complex  of  the  University  of 
Calgary,  the  Park  offers  a prestigious  location 
for  organizations  wishing  to  take  advantage 
of  proximity  to  the  research  excellence  of  the 
University  of  Calgary  and  of  the  major  con- 
centration of  research  organizations  already 
located  in  the  Park.  The  Calgary  Research 
and  Development  Authority  also  is  develop- 
ing the  1,066  acre  Calgary  Research  and 
Development  Park  located  five  miles  north- 
west of  the  University.  Both  parks  offer  an 
attractive  research  and  work  environment  with 
controlled  use  and  planned  development.  The 
University  works  collaboratively  with  tenants 
of  the  Parks  to  facilitate  research  and  assist 
the  transfer  of  technology  to  the  mutual  ben- 
efit of  the  University  and  the  tenants. 

Research  activities  in  the  University  Research 
Park  include  agriculture,  economics,  instru- 
mentation/microelectronics, medical  biotech- 
nology, software,  social  sciences  and  wire- 
less telecommunications.  Not  surprisingly,  lo- 
cated in  the  heart  of  Canada’s  energy  capital, 
several  organizations  are  engaged  in  research 
related  to  hydrocarbon  exploration,  recovery 
and  processing. 

In  addition  to  stand  alone  facilities,  the  Univer- 
sity Research  park  provides  cost  effective 
facilities  for  companies  seeking  smaller  ac- 
commodation. Discovery  Place,  a 58,600 
square  foot  multi-tenant  building  owned  by 
the  Calgary  Research  and  Development 
Authority,  provides  space  suitable  for  wet 


laboratories,  clean  air  rooms,  pilot  plants  and 
associated  office  space.  Discovery  Place  also 
houses  the  Technology  Enterprise  Centre 
which  provides  entrepreneurs  and  start-up 
technology-intensive  enterprises  affordable 
space,  office  services,  access  to  funding  and 
technology,  and  on-site  business  counsel- 
ling.

COMMUNICATIONS  TECHNOLOGIES  - ACCESS  NETWORK 


ACCESS  Network,  Alberta’s  educational/ 
public  broadcasting  corporation,  is  a leader  in 
the  development  of  educational  communica- 
tions and  their  applications  to  distance  learn- 
ing. Funded  in  most  part  by  the  Government 
of  Alberta,  ACCESS  Network  works  with  re- 
search organizations  in  both  public  and  pri- 
vate sectors  to  enhance  its  many  technologi- 
cal ventures.  The  corporation  is  available  for 
consulting  work  on  the  development  of  edu- 
cational communications  services  using  new 
or  traditional  technologies. 

ACCESS  Network  brings  17  years  of  experi- 
ence to  the  production  of  educational  video 
and  audio  materials,  which  are  used  exten- 
sively in  the  Alberta  educational  system  and 
marketed  to  other  educational  systems  and 
agencies  nationally  and  internationally.  Fully 
equipped  studios,  electronic  field  and  post- 
production facilities,  high  quality  graphic  and 
full  color  animation  capabilities  allow  educa- 
tors, producers,  directors,  editors,  technical 
and  promotional  staff  to  take  projects  from 
concept  to  distribution.  ACCESS  Network’s 
modern  facilities  also  permit  the  production  of 
live-to-air  and  two-way  interactive  program- 
ming via  telephone  through  its  television 
broadcast  service.  The  corporation  has  gained 
considerable  experience  in  the  delivery  of 
interactive  video  conferencing. 

The  corporation  can  recommend,  assist  or 
design  computer-based  systems  for  a variety 
of  educational  purposes.  The  network  is  cur- 
rently involved  in  a field  trial,  testing  the  effec- 
tiveness of  “very  small  aperture  terminal” 
(VSAT)  technology  in  the  satellite  delivery  of 
computer  information  between  remote  sites 
or  from  one  remote  to  a central  location.  This 
technology  has  implications  for  the  develop- 
ment of  interactive  video,  audio  and  computer 
programming  between  distant  sites. 


ACCESS  Network  has  also  gained  expertise 
in  the  integration  of  traditional  video  produc- 
tion and  computertechnologies  and  is  a leader 
in  the  development  of  interactive  videodiscs. 
This  is  an  emerging  technology  which  com- 
bines standard  videodisc  and  computercapa- 
bilities  to  produce  self-paced  learning  or  train- 
ing materials. 

Canada’s  ANIK  Cl  satellite  carries  ACCESS 
Network’s  television  and  radio  services.  The 
corporation  has  experimented  with  various 
ancillary  satellite  services  through  the  explo- 
ration of  subcarrier  applications  which  utilize 
the  satellite  channel  for  a variety  of  audio 
transmissions.  ACCESS  Network  is  currently 
involved  in  a pilot  project  to  develop  a prov- 
ince-wide emergency  public  warning  system 
utilizing  the  corporation’s  satellite  and  radio 
capabilities. 

ACCESS  Network  remains  on  the  leading 
edge  of  the  educational  communications 
business  through  constant  contact  with 
broadcasters,  suppliers,  research  organiza- 
tions and  other  players  in  this  burgeoning 
field.  The  corporation  is  available  to  assist 
interested  public  and  private  organizations 
with  specific  project  requirements  from  con- 
ception to  product  completion,  including,  ra- 
dio or  television  programs,  print  materials, 
computersoftware,  satellite  utilization  orother 
related  educational  communications  services.

Conventional  Oil 


The  conventional  oil  industry  in  the  Canadian 
Western  Sedimentary  Basin  is  in  a mature 
stage  of  development.  An  estimated  4.2  bil- 
lion barrels  remain  to  be  discovered  and 
brought  into  production.  However,  most  of  the 
oil  yet  to  be  found  can  be  expected  to  be 
discovered  in  relatively  small  pools. 

While  large  integrated  oil  companies  require 
substantial  additions  to  their  corporate  re- 
serves to  replace  their  production  and  look  to 
oil  sands  and  frontier  exploration  for  large 
fields,  conventional  oil  activity  in  Alberta  will, 
in  large  part,  be  driven  by  small  and  inter- 
mediate companies. 

Small  and  intermediate  companies  in  Alberta 
are  creating  an  impressive  track  record  at 
finding  and  developing  very  profitable,  smaller 
conventional  oil  pools.  In  orderto  enable  them 
to  expand  in  this  area,  many  such  companies 
are  actively  seeking  new  investment.  Inves- 
tors can  earn  attractive  returns  in  this  segment 
of  the  industry.  However,  to  do  so  they  must 
be  prepared  to  invest  in  quality  companies 
that  fall  in  the  junior  or  intermediate  size 
category. 


Natural  Gas 


To  some  extent,  the  remarks  made  about  the 
conventional  oil  industry  are  applicable  to  this 
sector  well.  There  are  a number  of  capable 
small  and  intermediate  sized  companies  ac- 
tive in  gas  exploration  and  development  which 
are  actively  seeking  foreign  or  domestic  in- 
vestment. 


Oil  Sands 


Alberta  is  the  world  leader  in  oil  sands  and 
synthetic  crude  oil  development,  and  foreign 
investment  is  welcomed  and  actively  sought. 
Alberta’s  oil  sands  contain  about  1 .7  trillion 
barrels  of  bitumen  in  place,  of  which  over  300 
billion  barrels  are  ultimately  recoverable. 

There  are  currently  two  integrated  oil  sands 
mining  facilities  (Syncrude  and  Suncor)  which 
together  produce  over  215,000  barrels  per 
day  of  high  quality  synthetic  crude  oil  (SCO). 
A third  plant  known  as  OSLO  (80,000  barrels 
per  day)  is  in  the  planning  stages.  SCO 
competes  with  conventional  light  oil  as  refin- 
ery feedstock.  In  addition,  there  are  seven 
commercial  and  over30  experimental  “in  situ” 
projects  in  Alberta,  producing  about  130,000 
barrels  per  day  of  bitumen.  Bitumen  is  shipped 
via  pipeline  to  markets  in  Canada,  the  United 
States  and  as  far  away  as  the  Pacific  Rim, 
where  it  is  used  as  feedstock  for  asphalt 
plants  and  upgrading  refineries. 

Oil  sands  projects  are  currently  higher  cost, 
more  capital  intensive  and  have  longer  lead 
times  to  production  than  conventional  oil 
projects.  Nonetheless,  development  is  pro- 
ceeding due  to  the  favourable  characteristics 
of  the  resource.  These  include: 

- No  exploration  risk — the  location,  volume 
and  quality  of  reserves  are  well  known  in 
advance  of  project  development. 

- Stable  and  long-term  production  — re- 
serves are  immense,  and  mining  projects 
are  not  subject  to  natural  production  decline 
like  conventional  oil  reservoirs. 
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- Favourable  fiscal  regimes— fiscal  regimes 
are  profit  sensitive  and  tailored  to  provide 
only  a nominal  fiscal  burden  atthefront  end 
of  the  project. 

- Potential  for  expansion  — vast  reserves 
mean  opportunity  for  future  expansion.  For 
example,  the  proposed  OSLO  project  has 
sufficient  reserves  to  support  three  plants 
its  size  for  more  than  40  years. 

- Existing  infrastructure  — the  oil  sands  ar- 
eas are  well  connected  to  Edmonton  area 
refineries  and  both  the  Interprovincial  and 
Transmountain  pipeline  systems  for  deliv- 
ery of  SCO  and  bitumen  outside  of  Alberta.

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INVESTMENT  OPPORTUNITIES 
IN  ALBERTA’S  TOURISM  SECTOR 


Tourism  is  one  of  Alberta’s  largest  industries 
and  has  been  identified  as  an  economic  sec- 
torthat  holds  significant  potential  for  the  prov- 
ince. In  1990,  tourism  generated  an  esti- 
mated $2.6  billion  in  revenues  and  supported 
approximately  75,000  full-time  jobs.  With 
tourism  forecast  to  become  the  world’s  larg- 
est industry  by  the  year  2000,  Alberta’s  tour- 
ism industry  is  expected  to  experience  steady 
growth  over  the  next  decade. 

Alberta  offers  some  unique  tourism  products 
including:  spectacular  scenic  resources,  es- 
pecially the  Rocky  Mountains:  a wide  range  of 
vacation  experiences,  including  excellent  al- 
pine skiing  and  adventure  experiences:  two 
major  cities,  Calgary  and  Edmonton,  each  a 
cosmopolitan  centre  with  unique  urban  at- 
tractions and  world  class  meeting  facilities: 
and  major  events  of  international  calibre.  To 
complement  these  products,  Alberta  is  well 
served  by  public  carriers  providing  good  in- 
frastructure for  passenger  transportation. 

As  might  be  expected,  Albertans  constitute 
the  largest  group  of  tourists,  accounting  for 
50%  of  total  tourist  revenues.  Residents  of 
other  Canadian  provinces  account  for  27%  of 
total  revenues,  U.S.  residents  for  15%,  and 
other  foreign  visitors,  mainly  from  Western 
Europe  and  Japan,  for  the  remaining  8%  of 
revenues. 

The  development  potential  of  Alberta’s  tour- 
ism industry  is  extremely  promising.  Many 
private  and  public  initiatives  have  been  an- 
nounced in  the  past  few  years  to  improve  and 
expand  tourism  facilities,  improve  industry 
service  standards  and  training,  and  increase 
tourism  research  and  market  promotion.  All  of 
these  initiatives  will  enhance  Alberta’s  overall 
appeal  as  a tourist  destination,  resulting  in 


higher  visitation  and  increased  tourism  rev- 
enue.

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INVESTMENT  OPPORTUNITIES  IN  ALBERTA’S  FOOD 
PROCESSING  SECTOR 


Industry  Profile 


Alberta’s  food  processing  industry  consists  of 
meat  packing  plants,  dairy  operations,  flour 
mills,  vegetable  packers/processors,  feed 
mills,  canola  processors,  bakeries,  sugar  re- 
fineries, and  a variety  of  other  specialty 
products  and  packaged  food  processors. 
There  are  approximately  315  firms  active  in 
this  industry  in  the  province.  It  is  the  largest 
manufacturing  industry  in  Alberta,  with  ship- 
ments valued  at  $4.2  billion  in  1989.  This 
represents  approximately  23%  of  the 
province’s  total  manufacturing  shipments  and 
accounts  for  over  40%  of  the  food  processing 
shipments  in  Western  Canada. 

The  single  largest  contributor  to  the  food 
processing  industry  is  the  meat  packing  and 
processing  sector.  Sales  from  this  sector 
represent  almost  50%  of  total  Alberta  food 
processing  sales.  The  meat  packing  and 
processing  sector  consists  of  two  major  seg- 
ments: the  slaughtering  and  primary  meat 
cutting  facilities,  and  further  processing  which 
includes  curing,  smoking  and  preserving  of 
meat.  Sales  of  Alberta  beef  and  beef  by- 
products comprise  about  40%  of  the  total 
Canadian  sales.  Alberta  is  also  one  of  the  top 
pork  product  manufacturers  in  Canada. 
Methods  of  raising  hogs,  and  grading  systems 
rewarding  leanness,  have  contributed  to  the 
reputation  of  high  quality  and  uniformity  of 
supply  associated  with  Alberta  pork. 

Other  major  sectors  of  the  Alberta  food  pro- 
cessing industry  include:  feed  mills,  canola 
processors,  poultry  operations,  and  miscel- 
laneous food  processors. 


Mid-Term  Investment  and 
Growth  Prospects 


Most  of  the  Alberta  food  product  industry’s 
subsectors  have  made  gains  in  recent  years 
in  developing  and  adapting  new  production 
processes,  and  marketing  new  product  lines. 
The  industry  continues  to  face  a competitive 
marketplace,  especially  in  the  United  States, 
but  many  subsectors  are  now  in  a good  position 
to  capture  new  market  share  and  expand 
existing  ones. 

New  consumer  trends,  brought  about  by 
changing  demographics  and  life-style,  are 
clearly  emerging  and  will  continue  to  offer 
immediate  opportunities  for  the  Alberta  food 
processor.  Growth  is  occurring,  and  is  ex- 
pected to  continue  in  niche  markets,  such  as 
microwaveable  foods,  frozen  novelties,  and 
upscale  gourmet,  fresh,  organic,  and  ethnic 
products. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  Alberta  products 
in  places  like  Hong  Kong  and  Japan  gives 
clear  evidence  of  the  growing  potential  for 
food  exports.  There  is  also  a growing  demand 
for  Alberta  food  products  in  other  Pacific  Rim 
countries. 

Lately,  the  grocery  and  food  service  market 
which  includes  hotels,  restaurants,  and  insti- 
tutions represents  a significant  growth  op- 
portunity for  Alberta  products  with  the  rapidly 
expanding  tourism  industry  in  the  Province. 

The  Alberta  agricultural  and  food  processing 
industry  offers  prospective  investors  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  participate  in  one  of  the 
most  dynamic  sectors  of  our  provincial 
economy.

As  mentioned  in  the  message  from  the  Minis- 
ter, the  Honourable  Peter  Elzinga,  Alberta 
has  managed  to  sidestep  the  recession  that 
the  rest  of  Canada  is  experiencing. 

Underlying  the  favourable  economic  outlook 
for  Alberta  is  continued  strong  investment. 
The  province  has  consistently  recorded  a 
higher  level  of  per  capita  investment  than  the 
national  average  and  than  the  province  of 
Ontario.  To  illustrate  this,  the  adjacent  graph 
shows  a strong  per  capita  level  of  investment 
for  the  years  1980,  1985  and  1990. 

With  over  $24  billion  in  major  industrial  projects 
announced,  planned  or  underway  in  Alberta, 
capital  investment  will  continue  to  make  a 
strong  contribution  to  Alberta’s  economic  ex- 
pansion.

In  1990,  the  number  of  housing  starts  in 
Alberta  increased  by  1 7.1  percent  over  1 989. 
This  compares  to  nationwide  decrease  of 
15.7  per  cent  and  a decrease  of  32.9  per  cent 
for  Ontario.  The  adjacent  graph,  which  shows 
per  capita  housing  starts,  reinforces  the  fact 
that  Alberta  continues  to  do  well.  With  sus- 
tained economic,  population  and  employment 
growth,  Alberta’s  residential  markets  will  re- 
main strong  in  1991. 
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High  interest  rates  for  most  of  1 990  adversely 
affected  overall  consumer  spending  in 
Canada.  Moderating  short  term  rates  in  the 
last  quarter  of  1990  along  with  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  federal  Goods  and  Services  Tax 
(GST)  on  January  1 , 1 991 , led  to  accelerated 
consumer  spending  and  a balancing  of  some 
of  the  negative  impact  of  a tight  monetary 
policy. 

Consumer  confidence  in  Alberta  remained 
high  in  1990  as  shown  in  the  adjacent  graph 
of  per  capita  retail  sales.  Alberta  experienced 
an  annual  increase  of  4.0  per  cent  in  1990, 
whereas  the  national  increase  was  only  0.4 
per  cent;  Ontario  witnessed  a decline  in  per 
capita  sales  of  1 .7  per  cent.
